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Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Board  of  Kensington,  New  Hampshire : 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  submit  my  annual  report  as  Superinten- 
dent of  Schools,  the  nineteenth  in  the  series. 

May  I  call  your  attention  to  Table  I  of  the  statistics,  accompany- 
ing this  report?  This  table  shows  the  distribution,  by  grades,  of  all 
Kensington  pupils  for  the  school  year  which  closed  last  June,  and 
furnishes  evidence,  at  least  so  far  as  numbers  are  concerned,  that 
a  reorganized  plan  for  grade  grouping  is  not  impossible.  If  such  a 
plan  had  been  in  effect  during  the  last  school  year,  the  enrollment 
would  have  been  divided  somewhat  as  follows:  Grades  I  and  II 
with  eighteen  pupils  in  one  building.  Grades  III,  IV  and  V  with 
twenty- nine  pupils  in  another  building,  and  Grades  VI,  VII  and 
VIII  with  twenty-seven  pupils  in  the  third.  Such  a  plan  would 
not  only  relieve  the  teachers  of  caring  for  eight  grades,  but  in  ad- 
dition to  that,  it  would  make  it  possible  for  each  teacher  to  care 
for  those  grades  which  she  could  teach  best — a  very  important 
consideration. 

Of  course  it  can  easily  be  seen  that  with  such  an  arrangement 
better  results  could  be  obtained.  Hitherto,  transportation  has  pre- 
sented a  very  large  obstacle  to  this  plan,  but  now  with  hard-surfaced 
roads  so  numerous,  that  objection  grows  smaller.  The  cost  of  trans- 
portation is  also  a  valid  objection.  It  may  be  said  in  this  connection, 
however,  that  in  some  neighboring  districts,  when  a  re-orranization 
of  grades  so  as  to  make  for  better  schools  has  been  undertaken,  it 
has  been  the  custom  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  to  rate  a  con- 
siderable part  of  cost  of  transportation,  together  with  salaries, 
fuel  and  other  essentials,  as  an  approved  item  for  State  Aid.  If  the 
total  local  enrollment  of  pupils  should  ever  drop  to  a  size  where 
two  schools  only,  instead  of  three,  could  be  maintained,  thus  re- 
ducing the  teaching  staff  by  one,  the  local  cost  would  be  still  further 
reduced.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  plan  is  worth  a  thorough  investi- 
gation. 

In  the  hope  of  furnishing  parents  and  tax  payers  very  concrete 
information,  I  submit  Table  III,  IV,  V  and  VI.  Interpreting  the 
last  named  table,  it  should  be  noted  that  New  Hampshire  has 
two  hundred  and  forty-one  school  districts  of  varying  kinds  and 
sizes.  In  Munroe,  Number  1,  the  cost  of  education  is  the  smallest 
in  the  state;  in  Alstead,  Number  241,  it  is  the  largest.  The  districts 
with  which  Kensington  is  associated  are  listed  in  their  statistical 
places  between  these  two  extremes.  Tabel  V  is  of  interest  because 
it  shows  where  Kensington  has  stood  with  reference  to  the  items 
of  Table  VI  during  the  last  ten  years. 
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In  September  of  the  present  year,  Mrs.  Beatrice  Estes  of  the 
East  School  was  the  only  teacher  not  new  to  Kensington  and  she 
had  taught  here  only  one  year.  As  noted  in  Table  I,  last  year  she 
taught  thirty-two  pupils  scattered  through  eight  grades.  As  al- 
ready reported  to  you,  supervisory  checks  of  various  kinds  show 
her  success  in  an  objective  way;  your  own  acquaintance  with  her 
and  with  her  school  furnish  evidence  that  she  administers  a  happy, 
prosperous  school.  Our  other  two  teachers,  Miss  Esther  Hussey 
at  the  North  School,  and  Miss  Rachel  Swasey  at  the  West  School, 
were  in  September  1937  new  not  only  to  Kensington,  but  to  the 
teaching  profession  as  well.  They  have  had  unusually  good  success 
as  beginners.  They  both  possess  the  best  of  personal  qualifications 
for  good  teachers  and  have  been  trained  thoroughly  in  the  theory 
and  practice  of  teaching.  Their  training  and  their  natural  gifts 
are  producing  well  disciplined,  progressive  schools.  Two  of  Ken- 
sington's teachers  are  attending  the  extension  course  lectures  in 
professional  education  given  this  year  in  Exeter  by  members  of 
the  faculty  of  Boston  University.  This  course  carries  credits  toward 
a  higher  degree.  All  this  leads  me  to  suggest  that  it  seems  very 
much  worth  while  to  retain  capable  teachers  for  a  considerable 
period  of  time  and  also  that  larger  salaries  would  be  approved 
in  awarding  state  aid  to  Kensington.  To  this  end  I  advise  a  schedule, 
establishing  a  minimum  salary,  a  reasonable  increase  for  several 
years  and  a  maximum. 

In  recent  years  in  schools  like  ours,  some  state  aid  has  been 
granted  for  the  cost  of  instruction  in  vocal  music  and  it  may  be 
that  a  plan  can  be  evolved  whereby  our  pupils  may  have  such  in- 
struction at  no  very  great  expense  to  the  district.  Music  is  a  con- 
siderable factor  in  many  one  room  schools  and  I  hope  that  Kensing- 
ton pupils  may  sometime  enjoy  such  instruction. 

The  report  of  the  School  Nurse  follows  my  report.  I  commend 
it  to  your  attention  as  showing  Mrs.  Sheehy's  continued  skilful 
interest  in  the  schools  which  she  serves.  Of  course,  each  year  as  her 
charges  grow,  she  will  find  some  new  defects,  but  she  is  as  zealous 
in  finding  ways  to  correct  these  defects  as  she  is  in  discovering 
them.  I  feel  that  the  important  department  of  the  health  of  the 
schools  is  in  safe  hands. 

When  outside  paint  has  been  applied  to  all  the  school  buildings, 
they  will  be  in  excellent  condition.  The  repairs  and  changes  made 
on  the  interior  of  the  West  School  last  summer  have  been  very 
beneficial  to  the  pupil  body  of  the  school.  A  hardwood  floor  there 
would  be  a  good  investment  and  a  new  set  of  shades  is  much  needed. 
The  district  has  already  voted  to  install  electric  lights  in  this  school 
whenever  the  power  line  comes  near  enough.  The  efficiency  of  the 
other  two  schools  has  been  greatly  increased  and  the  danger  of 
damage  to  pupils'  eyes  lessened  by  the  lights  installed  in  these 
schools  last  summer. 
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Your  interest  in  the  schools,  as  expressed  in  many  helpful  ways, 
is  much  appreciation  by  all  those  who  are  in  daily  contact  with  the 
pupils.
